Drama which told of a $10,000 blaze, of danger and 
heroism and of disrupted power lines which plunged fiv e 
cities into three hours of darkness, was staged in a setting 
of flaming gasoline at the west edge of the city late Mon­ 
day ev ening. 
Destroy ed by the fire were three Circlev ille Oil Com­ 
pany tank trucks, the compa ny ’s ga rage and small serv ice 
station, uncounted gallons of gasoline and kerosene and 
two priv ately owned automobiles. 
Circlev ille, Hillsboro, J ackson, Chillicothe and Wav erly 
ex perienced total black-outs when lead wires abov e the 
flames melted and snapped. 
Cause of the fire, according to Leslie D. May , manager 
of the Circlev ille Oil Company , apparently wa s static elec­ 
tricity , which ignited gasoline as it flowed from one of tha 
compa ny ’s 20,000-gallon tanks into a company truck. 
Truck Driv er William Carter of WjgHonMJ jort pulled itt 
beside the tanks about 4 :40 p. rn. to Cet e his truck refilled 
at the close of his da y ’s run. 
There were about 145 ga l­ 
lons of gasoline left in the truck, he said. 
Arthur Steele, who is in cha rge of the supply tanks, 
climbed to the running board of the truck, remov ed the 
caps on the top of the truck’s tanks and placed lines in the 
gasoline and kerosene compartments. 
Flames Break Ou t 
As the gasoline began to flow into the truck there was a 
sudden burst of flames. 
“ I don’t know wha t ha ppened,’* 
Steele ex claimed. 
“ The fire seemed to spurt out around 
the dome behind me and the whole truck was a fire.” The 
motor of the truck was not running, Carter said. 
Elmer Wolf, who owns a barn just west of the oil com­ 
pany ’s tanks, noticed the flames ov er the top of the com­ 
pany ga rage and called the fire department. 
Fire Chief 
Talmer Wise, who operates a ga rage a short distance 
away , also noticed the 
blaze before 
the alarm wa s 
sounded. 
While the truck burned, gasoline poured from the two 
inch line and kerosene from the three inch line leading 
from the tanks.

Comparative Health of City and Farm 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• Browning wrote a poem called 
“ Up in a Viila —Down in the City ” 
describing the pleasures of farm 
life as contrasted with the plea­ 
sures of city life. I, less poetic,

more practical than Browning, 
would like to approach the subject 
from the standpoint of hy giene 
and 
consider 
the 
comparative 
healthfulness of life down on the 
farm and up in the city . 
There are lots of people who 
like to live down on the farm and 
I personally am glad there are 
because I would be ex tremely un­ 
happy on a real sure-enough oper­ 
ating farm. 
One of the arguments that is 
advanced in favor of farm life is 
that it is more healthful and to a 
certain ex tent the re cent figures 
compiled by Dr. J ames J . Short of 
the New York Postgraduate Med­ 
ical School indicate that this might 
he true. 
Recent Figure* 


Tobacco: Fifty -seven per cent 
of rural people and CS per cent of 
city dwellers use tobacco. 
Alcohol: Forty -two per cent of 
rural and 60 per cent of city 
dwellers u*c alcohol. 
In the case of both tobacco and 
alcohol, life in the city leads to 
greater temptation. 
Effects of high pressure living: 
About 3 per cent of rural as con­ 
trasted with 7 per cent of city 
dwellers have a pulse rate of 90 or 
more. This might be interpreted 
to mean the pressure of life in the 
city . Tremors are more than twice 
as frequent in the city . 
But 3Vi per cent of rural and 
only 2 Mi percent of urban dwellers 
have enlarged hearts. 
Heart murmur occurred in 3 ‘A 
per cent of rural people and 
per cent of city dwellers. 
Lung disease occurred in 2 Vs per 
cent in the country and 3 per cent 
in the city . 
This, of course, is 


mostly tuberculosis. There is a 
surprisingly small difference. 
Eight per cent rural and 9 per 
cent urban need glasses. 
Nearly 6 per cent rural and 3 
per cent urban dwellers have in­ 
fected tonsils. 
This is probably 
due to better access to medical 
care in the city . 
More germs seem to get into the 
bodies of city dwellers as noted by 
the rather undue rate of enlarge­ 
ment of ly mphatic nodes. Thy roid 
enlargements 
were 
practically 
identical. High blood pressure is 
practically the same in both. 
There is the same amount of 
hernia and hemorrhoids in both 
groups. 
Two conclusions might be drawn 
from the figures, hirst: that the 
pressure of life in the city is not 
such that it would affect health 
unduly and second that the med­ 
ical conditions in the country ar* 
sufficient to prevent conditions of 
gross neglect.

EFINITE foreign trouble for America 
breaks, as most of us have expected, 
in the F ar East. 
We are considerably in­ 
volved in the Atlantic, and that involve­ 
ment may grow until it becomes the main 
issue: but the first f I ear challenge to us 
comes from Japan. 
So our national atten­ 
tion, confused elsewhere, now turns clear­ 
ly to that quarter. 
It is rather surprising, how unanimous 
our national feeling is toward the Japan­ 
ese and how prepared our public mind ap­ 
pears for a conflict there. 
This is not tile 
result of propaganda, either. 
It is the 
Tokyo militarists and navalists themselves 
who. by their truculence and arrogance, 
have convinced our 
people, along with 
their own, that war is inevitable.

last, and with vast regret, we prepare to 
meet the challenge. 
This challenge is in itself a confession 
of bad faith and failure on the part of the 
Japanese government.

country and threatens to destroy the rill­ 
ing class. 
Not only are those militarists 
enormously ambitious and arrogant, but 
they must fear revolution unless they can 
produce victories. 
And they may prolong 
their domination in that way— for a little 
while. 
It is well for us ourselves not to be over­ 
confident. 
There will be grief for us. But 
it is impossible to sec how the challengers 
can win. with the vast odds against them.

ASHINGTON— Two matters were dis­ 
cussed at the White House— congres­ 
sional conference on anti-strike legislation, 
not revealed in the published reports of Hie 
meeting. 
One was a proposal to incorporate la­ 
bor unions and require them to reveal their 
financial records. 
The other was a secret 
ballot on strike action. 
The President approved the first, but 
turned down the second. 
He declared that he favored unions 
making public their revenues and expendi­ 
tures, just as business concerns are requir­ 
ed to do. 
This, he said, would do much to 
drive racketeers and other undesirable ele­ 
ments out of unions; also, put a curb on 
one man or group control. 
However, 
Roosevelt urged 
that this 
curb be extended to include other public 
bodies, such as the America First Commit­ 
tee and F ight For Freedom. 
“ The public is entitled to know.” he 
said, “ where they are getting their money 
and how and for what they are spending 
it.” 
The President voiced doubt about the 
advisability of a compulsory secret strike 
vote, on the ground that this did not nec­ 
essarily insure a free ballot. 
Also, he said, 
it might backfire against the government. 
He pointed out that if a vote held by 
edict of law favored a strike in an import­ 
ant defense industry, then the government 
would be in the position of sanctioning the 
shutdown. 
It was Roosevelt's opinion that 
the way to block strikes was to prevent 
them from occurring.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Comparative Health of C ity and harm 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• Browning wrote a poem called 
“ Up in a V illa—Down in the C ity” 
describing the pleasures of farm 
life as contrasted with the plea­ 
sures of city life. I, less poetic,

more practical than Browning, 
would like to approach the subject 
from th* standpoint of hygiene 
and 
consider 
the 
com parative 
healthfulness of life down on the 
farm and up in the city. 
There are Iota of people who 
like to live down on the farm and 
I personally am glad there are 
because I would be extrem ely un­ 
happy on a real sure-enough oper­ 
ating farm . 
One of the argum ents th a t is 
advanced in favor of farm life is 
that it is more healthful and to a 
certain extent the recent figures 
compiled by Dr. Jam es J . Short of 
the New York P ostgraduate Med­ 
ical School indicate that this might 
be true. 
Recent Figures 


Tobacco: Fifty-seven per cent 
of rural people and 68 per cent of 
city dwellers use tobacco. 
Alcohol: Forty-tw o per cent of 
rural and 60 per cent of city 
dwellers u.;e alcohol. 
In the case of both tobacco and 
alcohol, life in the city leads to 
greater tem ptation. 
Effects of high pressure living: 
About 3 per cent of ru ral as con­ 
trasted with 7 per cent of city 
dwellers have a pulse rate of OO or 
more. This m ight be interpreted 
to mean the pressure of life in the 
city. Trem ors arc more than twice 
as frequent in the city. 
But 3V4 per cent of ru ral and 
only 2L4 per cent of urban dwellers 
have enlarged hearts. 
H eart m urm ur occurred in SH 
per cent of ru ral people and 4 Vs 
per cent of city dwellers. 
Lung disease occurred in 214 per 
cent in th* country and 3 per cent 
in th* city. This, of course, is 


mostly tuberculosis. 'J here is a 
surprisingly small difference. 
E ight per cent ru ral and 9 per 
cent urban need glasses. 
N early 6 per cent rural and 3 
per cent urban dwellers have in­ 
fected tonsils. This is probably 
due to better access to medical 
care in the city. 
More germ s seem to get into the 
bodies of city dwellers as noted by 
the rath er undue rate of enlarge­ 
m ent of lymphatic nodes. Thyroid 
enlargem ents 
were 
practically 
identical. High blood pressure is 
practically the same in both. 
There is the same am ount of 
hernia and hem orrhoids in both 
groups. 
Two conclusions m ight be drawn 
from the figures. F irs t: th a t the 
pressure of life in the city is not 
such th at it would affect health 
unduly and second that the med­ 
ical conditions in the country are 
sufficient to prevent conditions of 
gross neglect.
